Reports by United States Consuls 

Markets for Silver and Plated War 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The f 
ing excerpts from recent consular ri 
on silver and plated ware in foreign 
tries, will interest American manufact 
who are seeking to enlarge their f 
trade in these lines: 

Consul Tourgee, at Bordeaux, Fr 
says: “It is impossible to give an esti: 
in regard to the consumption of these g 
in this consular district. Indeed, I a: 
a loss to know how any such estimat 
be given in any country except the U1 
States, in which there is a census giving 
yearly output of almost every brancl 
manufacture. There is, I believe, but 
manufacturer of silverware or plated 
in this district, and this is an unimport 
one. No wares are imported into Bordea 
its supply coming from Paris, where est 
lishments of world-wide renown ary 
cated. 

“As to the obstacles to the extension 
American trade in this line, it would s 
to me that French competition, backed as 
is with a considerable tariff and operating 
with very cheap labor, would be the gr 
obstacle. I am free to confess that 
opinion on this question is given with he 
tancy, as I have neither an expert knowledg 
of the cost of manufacture, shipment, et 
of articles of this character in the Unit 
States, nor an _ equally intimate 
accurate knowledge of the conditions 
manufacture and sale in France. 

“Tf I were an American manufacturer ot 
such wares, | would not think of attempt 
to find sale for them in France until 
conditions here had been studied by an ey 
pert in whom I had the fullest confidence 
There are always conditions of demand, us 
sale, etc., which no casual observer can | 
expected to learn, and the effect of whi 
only one having the most intimate know 
edge of the cost of manufacture can fully 
appreciate.” 

Consul Barnes, at Cologne, Germany, 
says: “I have found considerable difficulty 
in securing reliable information touching the 
consumption and trade in silver and plated 
ware for the reason that there is practically 
no manufacturing of this class of merchan 
dise in this district. Most of the dealers in 
this district purchase their supplies of Ger 
man goods from manufacturers in Heil 
bronn, $remen and Hamburg. France 
Jelgium and Austria furnish most of the 
articles of foreign manufacture 

“I have interviewed a number of local 
dealers as to the possible market for articles 
of American manufacture, and the prevail 
ing Opinion seems to be that the trade does 
not offer any great inducements to American 
firms to enter this field. Many of the deal 
ers so interviewed admitted that they had 
never seen any American silver and plated 
ware, but they assumed that the designs 
would not meet with approval in Germany 
They further informed me that there might 
be an opening for the cheaper line of goods 
and for novelties.”

Estate of John Edward Hughes To Revert 
To the State of New York 

The estate of John Edward Hughes, who 
was for several years in the jewelry and 
diamond business at 36 John St., New York, 
will probably be turned over to the State of 
New York within a few days, it being ap- 
parent to the administrator, James T. Will- 
iams, that there are no relatives. Supreme 
Court Justice Dickey, of Brooklyn, has 
been asked to confirm the report of the ad- 
ministrator, and if this be done about $23,- 
000 will revert to the State. 

Mr. Hughes for many years carried on an 
instalment jewelry business. He had _ but 
few friends, and was not inclined to talk 
about himself. One night early in Novem- 
ber, 1902, a policeman found him wandering 
about the streets of Brooklyn insane. No 
relatives could be found, and after an exam- 
ination he was sent to the Long Island State 
Hospital, where he died Nov. 30, of the 
same year. Mr. Williams was appointed ad- 
ministrator of the person and estate of Mr. 
Hughes soon after he entered the hospital. 
When he opened the safe in Mr. Hughes’s 
office on John St., he found 18 pass books 
of various savings banks of Brooklyn, New 
York and other cities, in which the de- 
posits aggregated $12,390.34. He also found 
in the safe a large amount of mining stock, 
some pieces of jewelry, deeds of property in 
Oyster Bay, Bergen County, N. J., and a 
deed of a house at 127 Cook St., Brooklyn. 
The total value of the property was in- 
ventoried at $24,711.86.

Samuel Kirk & Son Co. Sues Standard 
Oil Co. for $100,000 Damages. 

BALTIMorE, Md., Dec. 6.—As a result of 
the spectacular fire which damaged the 
building and stock of the Samuel Kirk & 
Son Co., 106 E. Baltimore St., on the morn- 
ing of June 30, last, three suits for damages, 
aggregating $145,000, were instituted in the 
United States Court, yesterday, against the 
Siandard Oil Co 

The Samuel Kirk & Son Co. enters claims 
of $100,000 damages in one suit for the loss 
on its stock and business, while Henry C. 
Kirk, president of the Samuel Kirk & Son 
Co., claims in another suit, $20,000 for dam- 
ages to the building. A third suit is entered 
by the New York Clothing House, which 
adjoins the Kirk establishment, for $25,000 
damages to their stock, by smoke and water. 

It is alleged and claimed by the plaintiffs, 
in their suits for damages, that the fire was 
caused by the negligence of the Standard 
Oil Co.'s agent in delivering gasoline to be 
used by the plaintiff. The gasoline was be- 
ing delivered from a tank wagon in the 
rear of the Kirk Co.’s premises on the morn- 
ing of the fire, to a tank in the basement of 
the building. As gasoline, the declaration 
states, is notoriously volatile, dangerous and 
inflammable, and its vapors highly explosive 
and easily ignitable, the work of filling the 
tank, it is alleged, was performed so negli- 
gently, carelessly and unskilfully by the oil 
company’s agent, that the tank became over- 
filled, in consequence of which the gasoline 
overflowed into the basement of the Kirk 
Co.’s premises. Then, it is alleged, the gaso- 
line rapidly vaporized and the vapor came 





into contact with the flames of the 
there, instantly igniting and causing 
The suit was instituted in tn 
States Court as the Standard O 
non-resident corporation, having 
corporated in New Jersey.

The Meyer & Postley Jewelry Co. Offers 
to Settle at Forty Per Cent. 

At a meeting of the creditors of the 
Meyer & Postley Jewelry Co.. retail jew- 
elers, 1385 Broadway, New York, held 
Thursday afternoon in the office of the 
concern’s attorney, Jas. L. Bishop, 130 
Broadway, it was announced that the com- 
pany was insolvent, and an offer of com- 
promise was made on the basis of 40 cents 
on the dollar, the entire amount in a 
promissory note endorsed by Max Meyer 
and John M. Postley, both members of 
the company, payable before Jan. 15, 1904. 
Many of the creditors of the concern de- 
clared that the failure was one of the most 
honest in the history of the jewelry trade, 
and those representing $24,000 of the $27,- 
000 merchandise liabilities immediately ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of the com- 
promise on the above mentioned basis. 

The insolvent concern’s liabilities are 
estimated to be between $34,000 and $35,- 
000, about $27,000 of which is for merchan- 
dise and $8,000 in notes to special credit- 
ors. The assets are nominally $25,000, 
about $18,000 of which is in stock on hand, 
and the balance in outstanding instalment 
accounts, only a small part of which is 
believed to be collectable. 

The concern started in business in Sep- 
tember, 1902, at 50 W. 22d St., New York. 
Max Meyer being president, and John M. 
Postley secretary and treasurer. Mr. 
Meyer was formerly in the jewelry busi- 
ness in Omaha, Neb., as Max Meyer & 
Bro., and ill luck seems to have followed 
him for a number of years, for, about 13 
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years ago, he started the erection 
theatre in Omaha, which, when 
about half built, collapsed, killing a 
ber of people. Out of this disaster 
damage suits, and later on, judgr 
which, it is said, virtually forced th; 
eler to make a failure. The busines 
afterwards continued, however, as the 
Meyer & Bro. Co., a corporation, 
went out of business five years ago 
Postley was formerly a buyer for P 
Bros., Baltimore, Md. 

The present financial trouble of the 
pany is said to have been brought abo: 
the dishonesty of two employes, wh: 
now serving terms of imprisonment ir 
Elmira Reformatory for the larcen, 
goods and money, claimed to amour 
all to about $10,000. The loss of su 
large sum, coupled with the set-bac 
the firm’s business, caused by the rec« 
inaugurated instalment law, which 
dered several thousand dollars wort!

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The appointment of Mr. Treadwell is tem- 
porary, pending an examination under the 
civil service law, which will be given in 
about three months. His salary will be 
$2,500 a year, and he will fill a long felt 
want in his position, not only as assistant 
to General Mindil, the chief examiner, but 
as a traveling appraiser. By this latter term 
it is meant that he will visit the minor ports 
of entry outside of New York for the pur 
of examining diamonds ‘and other 
precious stones in doubtful cases. In this 
work he is expected not only to relieve the 
Soard of United States General Appraisers 
of some of its duties, but to reduce the al 
leged practices of undervaluations in inland 
cities to a minimum. 

Mr. Treadwell’s appointment was on the 
special recommendation of the Diamond 
Importers’ and Cutters’ Protective Associa 
tion, and is the outcome of an investigation 
of the condition of affairs in the examining 
department of the Appraisers’ Stores, by a 
special commission appointed by the Secre 
tary of the Treasury, conducted last Sum 
mer. This commission reported to the Sec 
retary of the Treasury that the department

Wage War on Trading Stamps 

A movement is being started 
Merchants’ Association of New Y, 
the abolition of the trading stamp 
in New York. The Association 
ready received many complaints 
large and small out-of-town met 
particularly those doing business 
York, against the harmful effects o 
ing stamps, with a request that so: 
tion be taken to prohibit their distril 

The Merchants’ Association ds 
that the scheme of issuing trading 
is an artificial means of stimulating t 
which results to the injury of the mer 
as well as to the consumer. It als 
as a discrimination against the retailer 
is unable to procure the stamps. 

Circular letters are now being sent 
to large merchants in New York 
prominent retail concerns in the impor 
cities of the State, asking for financi 
sistance in the attempt to be made d 
the coming session of the New York | 
islature, to have the use of the tra 
stamp prohibited. This circular lette 
forth the facts above described, and g 
on to state that the Merchants’ Asso 
tion is now examining laws which 
been passed upon the subject of trading 
stamps by several States, and the judicia 
decisions which have shown the we 
points of these laws. The Associatior 
of the opinion, formed from study, that a 
law which will abolish the trading-star 
business by equitable and constitutiona 
means, can be drafted. 

“Such a measure,” declares the Ass: 
ciation, “if adequately started by busir 
interests, would, beyond question, b: 
passed by the Legislatures of New York 
and other States.” The Association will 
undertake to procure the passage of bills 
to regulate trading stamps and _ abolis! 
their harmful effects, if the necessary 
money is subscribed by those directly 
terested. 

“The suggestion has been made that 
firms manufacturing or controlling specia! 
ties, whose retail selling price is fixed by 
contract, are particularly interested, for 
the reason that giving trading stamps wit! 
articles having a contract retail price is 1 
effect to cut the price of such articles, t 
the great harm of other retailers who car 
not give away trading stamps and are not 
permitted to sell the restricted articles 
less than contract retail price.” 

The Association intends to systemat! 
cally organize the business men of New 
York in support of the measure, and 
through them bring such proper pressur« 
to bear upon the Assemblymen and Sen 
ators from each district as to insure th 
passage of the equitable bill, free from con 
stitutional objections. This will be done 
by means of circulars and petitions, thor 
oughly distributed in every county, supple 
mented by personal work of organization 
if desirable. Each round of circulars sen 
out will cost from $600 to $700, and i 
addition to these will be the cost of per 
sonal visits by the agents of the Associa 
tion to all the leading towns of the State 
The entire expense will be about $10,000

The accident in the |T. E. Bennett Co.'s 
shop, reported in the last issue of THE 
CrRCULAR-WEEKLY, whereby one man lost 


his life and another was made seriously ill, 
as a result of inhaling a poisonous gas cre 
ated by the combination of two chemicals, 
attracted more than usual attention owing 
to the comparative infrequency of such 
cases. Although the possibilities of such 
mishaps are numerous, seldom do they occur 
in the local shops. In this instance it is re- 
garded as extremely fortunate that more 
were not overcome by the fumes, as a num- 
ber of young women were employed in the 
same shop with the men who succumbed 
to the poison. Mr. Higgins, the foreman of 
the coloring and enameling department, in- 
structed one of the men to pour out of a two 
gallon pitcher about a gallon of cyanide of 
potassium which it contained. This was to 
be poured into another pitcher, and the first 
pitcher was to be filled with nitric acid from 
a carboy. It is probable that the man neg- 
lected to pour out the ¢yanide of potassium 
before he started to draw the nitric acid, 
and the combination generated hydrocyanic 
acid, the properties of which are deadly, for 
when taken into the lungs it affects the ac- 
tion of the heart, paralyzes it, and of course 
stops the circulation of the blood.

The evils which have grown up from the 
use of trading stamps are so thoroughly 
appreciated by merchants in general, and 
particularly by members of the jewelry 
trade at large, that but little argument is 
necessary to convince those already op 
posed to the system, that a measure for- 


bidding the use of these stamps will prove 
of benefit, not alone to the entire business 
community, but to the consumer as well. 
However, one point brought out in the 
circular of the Merchants’ Association 
should be forcibly called to the attention 
of every manufacturing firm controlling 
specialties, or patented articles, whose re- 
tail price is fixed by contract; and that is, 
with the giving of trading stamps to the 
purchaser of these articles practically cuts 
the price of such articles below the market 
standard, to the great harm of other re 
tailers who are so situated that they can- 
not give the stamps, and are not permitted

to sell the restricted article at less than 
contract price. 

One of the main arguments in favor of 
this trading stamp system, namely, that it 
affords the small merchant the opportunity 
to offer an inducement to the public to 
buy from him and not from the depart 
ment store, has been killed, in New York, 
at least, by the practice of several leading 
department stores, who not alone give 
trading stamps to purchasers, but som: 
times offer two or three times the amount 
of the purchase, in such stamps The only 
remaining argument in favor of the stamp, 
that it takes the place of advertising on 
the part of the small merchant, is now 
absolutely refuted, even in the minds of 
the most credulous, and there remains 
nothing to show that the trading stamp has 
become anything but an unnecessary ad 
ditional expense to the cost of marketing 
goods. There is no doubting that an act 
forbidding the use of the stamps, or any 
measure that would cause the practice to 
be abandoned, will be hailed with satisfac- 
tion, not only by those who oppose them, but 
even by many who, having begun to give 
the stamps do not now dare to discon 
tinue doing so 

That the Merchants’ Association will, 
in their fight, have the moral support of 


the majority of merchants, goes without say-

Another profitable line is silver - college 
and high school pins, which sell for a ‘small 
price ang are worn extensively. Souvenir 
goods, such as spoons, pin trays, etc., are in 
demand by strangers visiting your town. 
During the Summer months people visit 
a great deal and usually like to take some 
souvenir or remembrance home with them.

In his talk there is encour 
agement for progressive jewelers of the 
United States who are desirous of dey 
oping and maintaining an export busi 
ness. But with the encouragement comes 
a side-light on the theory of certain mis- 
informed jewelers that whatever is made 
in America can be sold abroad at a profit 
On this point a particular effort was mace 
to obtain from Mr. Ezawa just what style 
of American jewelry was in demand 
his country, and quick as a flash came the 
answer: “Jewelry of any kind that can be 
made cheaper than we can make it.” 


“That sounds’ easy,” said his inter 
viewer. 
The man from the Orient smiled. Then 


he explained the situation in detail. 

“You see,” he said, “the wages we pay 
in Japan are much smaller than those paid 
in the United States. I employ between 
300 and 400 workmen, and a great many 
of these are experts in their line, yet | 
pay them but $25 or $30 a month. A few 
designers and skilled workmen receive 4 
high as $50, $75 or $100 per month, but | 
can obtain a great number of ordinary 
workmen for $15 and $20 per month 
These men all understand their business, 
for before they are entitled to any wages 
they must have learned their trade. 

“We have the apprenticeship system in 
Japan which demands seven years’ train 
ing before it releases the apprentice. Th« 
method of looking after the apprentice 
while he is serving his apprenticeship is 
different in Japan from that in other coun 
tries. We take on a number of appren 
tices at once, and carry them through for 
a year or two, then more are taken on 
For all of them we maintain and provide 
a dormitory and boarding house where al! 
the boys live, away from their parents,

“That is the point,” said Mr. Ezawa. 
“Americans who can make better jewelry 
by machinery than we can by hand, and 
can make it cheaper, have a chance of get 
ting some business in the Orient. Ameri- 
can designs are somewhat in demand, be 
cause of their oddity. The American ar- 
ticle presents the same odd appearance to 
us which our jewelry and art ware un 
doubtedly does to the Americans, but the 
American jewelry we get in the Empire 
costs more than our home-made products 
There is a spirit of loyalty among the 
Japanese which influences them to buy the 
home-made article in preference to the 
foreign goods, especially if the foreign 
goods cost more. 

“Americans, therefore, who wish to de- 
velop a business with the Japanese mer- 
chants, must hit upon some article which 
cannot be made more cheaply by hand 
than by machinery. Of course, we have a 
great many machines for the manufacture 
of jewelry at home, but they have not 
teached the high standard of excellence 
peculiar to the machines made in the 
United States. We do not attempt’ to 
make watches, for instance, and it is much 
cheaper to buy watch cases in America 
than it is to make them in Japan. 

“Watches and watch cases may be said 
to be two articles which we do not attempt 
to manufacture. Fine diamond mountings 
can be made cheaper in Japan, I think, 
than in America, and American novelties 
probably find a more ready sale at home 
than high class standard goods. Silver- 
ware, especially the more artistic and 
ostly pieces, can be made more cheaply 
at home than in America, consequently 
the American merchant has better not send 
hese goods to Japan, if he wishes to sell 
at a profit.”

| has certainly possessed swords of 
te since the 14th century. The oldest of 
four swords is that known as “the 
Mourning Sword.” It is of 14th century 
and has a blade 38% inches long, with 


armorer’s mark of this form L on 

side near the hilt. The guard and 
pommel are of silver gilt, and the grip is 
bound with silver-gilt wire. The guard is 
14 inches long, with straight six-sided 
quillons deflected or turned down at the 
and chased with a running pattern 
of leaf work. The pommel is oval in form, 
and has on each side a sunk panel. The 
one panel bears, on a ground formerly 
enameled, the device of the city: a ship en- 
tering the port or water-gate. The other 
has, on a field also once enameled, two 
shields side by side, one with the royal 
arms as borne by Edward III.; the other 
with a cross of St. George on a diapered 
field. 

The scabbard is covered with black vel- 
vet, richly ornamented with silver-gilt bands 
and ornaments. The uppermost band or 
locket has on one side, in high relief, a 
crowned figure of Queen Elizabeth seated 
on a canopied throne, and holding the orb 
and sceptre. On the other side are the royal 
arms. The second band has on one side 
a large skull and cross-bones, between the 
words “MEMENTO MoRI,” and above:

[he rings for the other end remain on the 
first locket. The third band and the chape, 
with the star between them, are part of the 
original 14th century enrichments of the 
scabbard. This sword was probably ob- 
tained in the year 1373, when Edward III.

The second sword in point of date is the 
“Pearl Sword,” so called because the scab 
bard is supposed to have been embroidered 
with seed pearls. No traces of pearls are 
visible, but considerable portions remain of 
le silver embroidery which covered both 
ides of the scabbard. This, as well as the 
ilver-gilt bands, is of Elizabethan date. 
rhe. blade is 36 inches long, and has a 
silver-gilt hilt and pommel, 12 inches long.

The whole of the decorations of this 
scabbard were executed in 1594, except the 
band with the city arms, which looks some-

Pathological Conditions Which Should be 
Recognized by Optometrists. 


(Continued from issue of Dec. 2.) 
(By R. H. Knowtes, M.D.) 
HE operation may be performed as fol- 
lows: The patient, let it be supposed, is 
young and healthy. The pupil is fully di- 
lated by means of a four-grain solution of 
atropine. The patient is then placed upon 
the operating table and his eyes are thor- 
oughly washed by means of pure soap and 
water, after which a saturated solution of 
boracic acid and water is employed for the 
purpose of rendering the eye aseptic. If 
the patient is not nervous or troublesome 
a two per cent. solution of cocaine or a 
1/200 grain disc of cocaine is placed within 
the eyelids in order to anesthetize the pa- 
tient locally. Otherwise chloroform, ether, 
or a combination of beth will have to be ad- 
ministered. 
The lids are kept well out of the way by 
the finger of an assistant or by a stop-

speculum. The operator takes two fine 
cataract needles and, after proving their 
sharpness upon a thin membrane drawn 
tightly over the end of a steel tube, one is 
passed into the cornea an eighth of an inch 
away from the center, through the aqueous 
humor and anterior pole of the capsule into 
the lens. substance. The other needle takes 
a similar course, separated from the first by 
one-quarter of an inch. The needles are not

permitted to pass through the crystalline 
len$ into the vitreous humor. A gentle 
tearing movement takes place, using the 
cornea as a fulcrum, and the opening into 
the lens will permit the aqueous humor to 
enter, and, in time, after several such opera- 
tions, the lens substance is dissolved. 

The needles and instruments are re- 
moved, the eyes are covered with oiled silk 
after washing them with the boracic acid so- 
lution, and both eyes are covered by means 
of a roller bandage. The patient is kept in 
bed several days. The pupils are kept di- 
lated by means of a four-grain solution of 
atropine, a drop of which is employed after 
the operation. One drop is placed within 
the lids six times daily for several days. 
Iced water is applied frequently for 48 
hours, or until the danger period is passed. 
The changes which occur in the crystalline 
lens do not appear at first, as a little time 
must elapse before these are manifest. This 
operation will have to be performed several 
times, a repetition taking place at the end 
of six weeks. Opacities of the size of pin 
points appear upon the cornea and these are 
the points of entrance of the needles at the 
time of the operation. 

(2) Suction operations are called for in 
soft cataracts. The pupil is dilated by 
means of atropine, and the same initial steps 
and precautions as to cleanliness are exer- 
cised as in absorption operations. The lens 
substance is broken up by means of 
the needles, and a few days are allowed 
to pass, so that the lens may be in condition 
to be easily withdrawn by means of Bow- 
man’s syringe. An oblique incision is made 
through the cornea, and the nozzle of the 
syringe is allowed to dip down in the broken 
up lens mass, which is gently withdtawn 
into the chamber of the syringe until the 
whole lens substance is removed. The rest 
of the operation, such as the use of atropine, 
cleanliness and bandages, with treatment, 
is the same as in absorption operations. In 
the hard varieties of cataract, such as the 
nuclear and cortical cataracts, due to senil- 
ity, the absorption and suction operations 
are not performed, as in the hard varieties 
the dangers arising from inflammation are 





too great, so that the methods by n 
extraction are commonly employed. 

(3) Extraction operations are sper 
less inclined to cause inflammation t 
the two previous kinds. This oper 
called for in a ripe or mature senile 
or cortical cataract.

The eyes are washed with soap 
water, and cleansed by the boracic acid s 
lution, followed by a few drops of the 10 
grain solution of cocaine until local anzs 
thesia is produced. The snap forceps fix 
the eyeball from rolling about, and the ey: 
lids are kept out of the way by means 
the finger of an assistant or by the fixation 
forceps. The operator introduces Grafte’s 
knife from the temporal side into the scler 
corneal margin at the upper third, passing 
through to the nasal side, and by a sawing 
upward motion the upper third of the 
nea is cut. The incision when complet: 
may make its appearance a little way fror 
the cornea upon the scleral portion of 
eye, avoiding the danger area as muc!l 
possible. The forceps and knife are r 
moved, and the spatula is employed 
gentle pressure until the crystalline lens is 
teased out of its capsule, after which 
spatula is employed to press down the edges 
of the wound. 

After washing and bandaging the 
the operation is considered complete.

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The Grinding of Lenses. 





T= subjoined article on “The Grinding 
of Lenses,” by C. A. Hoffman, Min 
neapolis, Minn., 1s published in reply to a 
query by a subscriber, whose question, we 
believe, is fully answered in this brief but 

cise description of the process of grind 
ng: “In the grinding of lenses you have 
many points to consider, the nature of the 
glass you are going to use, its index of re- 
fraction, etc. If the lens is to be a simple 
lens or an achromatic lens (by this I refer 
to spectacles and eyeglass lenses), telescope 
or photographic lenses, each must be treat- 
ed differently, ground differently, and, in 
some cases, as telescope lenses, in an entire- 
ly different atmosphere than a spectacle lens. 

“The treatment of such lenses and their 
geometrical curves need careful mathemat- 
ical calculations, on which often days and 
even months are expended to reach its high- 
est state of perfection. After this period 
comes the experimental stage to prove the 
calculations are correct. A few of the lenses 
are ground and then tested, and if then the 
mathematical calculations or theorems are 
found to be satisfactory, the balance is only 
a matter of good material, good workmen 


and tools properly constructed to do the 
work satisfactorily. 
“But for the present I will leave the

broader subject of lenses of all kinds and 
confine myself to the grinding of spectacle 
and eyeglass lenses 

I will start with the meniscus or periscopic 
lens as it is frequently called 

“The index refraction of the glass used is 
1.524, or its refractive power 1 degree 5 min- 
utes and 24 seconds. Taking a periscopic 
lens of, say, 1 diopter, the one surface is 
ground to a radia of 1.25 D. concave curva- 
ture. Let me call your attention, 
though you may all be acquainted with 
this fact, that over 90 per cent. of all the 


here al- 


periscopic lenses ground in this country 
have a curvature of 1.25 D. ground, or 
either in anterior or’ the posterior surface 


on the convex lenses it is ground a concave 
radia of 1.25 D. to be placed next to the 
eye, and on the concave lenses the posterior 
or outer surface is ground to a radia of 1.25 
convex. The reason for this I will give 
later on. Therefore, a convex lens of 1.00 
D. has its anterior of 1.25 con 
cave, hence the surface must 
be ground enough more to neutralize this 
concave radia and as much more to make 
an equivalent of 1.00 D., or a convex curve 
of 2.25 D. 

“Let me now give you these apparent radia 
in inches, you can how easy it 
to make a mistake. The inner or concave 
surface would commonly be 31% inches and 
the outer convex surface 17% inches. Well, 
this is not. the case, for the reason that, as 
the glass already has a refractive power, 
and, small as it is, it exerts its influence 
on the resulting lens; consequently, we 
grind the inner concave surface a radia of 
16% inches and the posterior or outer sur- 
face a radia of 9 27-100 inches. 

“We could, therefore, go through a long 
list of mathematical calculations down the 
whole line used from 0.12 D. 20.00 D 
and in these latter stronger curvatures the 
greater becomes the difference on account 
of the thickness of the glass; for instance, 
an 8.00 lens is presumed to be a 5-in, focus 
or 5-in. radia when it really has only a 
curvature of 2 59-100 inches. 

“Now, to the tools and materials: The 
tools are iron of various sizes to suit the 
grinder or the number to be ground at one 
time. In our shops we have grinding disks 
measuring 12 inches and 15 inches in diam- 
eter, grinding from 20 to 40 pairs at one 
time of one and the same radia. You ce- 
ment the lenses on an iron support, or where 
10 or are ground; the 
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modus operandi would be to make a mould 
of the curvature you wish to grind, For 
example, say, we wish to grind a 4.50 con-

its surface. When this is ready there is 
poured into its hollow surface a prepared 
cement or pitch, and the tool is revolved 
so as to make an even, uniform surface of 
pitch over its entire surface, ranging from 
% to % inch thick. 

“In the meantime the male or convex tool 
is heated just enough to melt this cement 
and is placed in contact with the pitch, with 
the result, if properly done, that the warm 
disk'thag adhered to the cdment or the cement 
to the disk, and the perfect mould is thus 
obtained. To be more precise, I should state 
that the radia of the female on concave tool 
or mould should be somewhat smaller than 
the 4.50 D. This the workman must deter- 
mine according to the thickness of the glass 
he is going to use in grinding the surface. 

“The mould being ready, it is placed on a 
bench so arranged that this large, heavy 
disk can be easily rotated, and the glass 
heated just warm enough to melt the pitch. 
They are then picked up, one at a time, with 
hickory tweezers and pressed into the mould 
evenly, in such a manner that the wax melts 
from its center out to each marginal edge 
alike. Starting from the center of the 
mould, glass after glass is pressed into place 
from the center to each of the outer mar- 
gins of the tool, row after row, until the 
whole mould is filled over its entire surface, 
I have brought a few photographs to show 
these disks and apparatus, which we have 
used in our shops. 

“The next process is the grinding. Use a 
coarse emery or any other abrading mate- 
rial until the desired curvature has been ob- 
tained, when the remaining coarse abrading 
materials are washed off and a finer one is 
used to give a smoother surface. This is re- 
peated with a still finer grade of washed 
emery until the surface is very even and 
smooth, like fine velvet. It is then ready 
to wash and polish. This is done in various 
ways, according to the nature of the lens 
and quality. The common method is to take 
a fine felt, cementing the same to the grind- 
ing tool and use a fine grade of red oxide of 
iron rough of the consistency of a thick 
pastelike cream, which is applied to the felt 
and the lens held in contact while the tool 
is revolving at a high speed. 





“The lens must not remain in one position 
to get a perfect spherical or cylindrical sur- 
face, but must be moved from side to side 
of the revolving tool, so as to give it a cy- 
cloidal curve, thus changing the movements 
of the finishing lens at every rotation, in 
this way insuring a true spherical curve. 
When the lens is perfectly polished: in this 
way it is removed from the tool or block 
and the pitch removed, if any remains on the 
lens. Then the opposite side of the glass is 
treated in the same manner, differing per- 
haps only as to curve to be ground, cylin- 
drical, spherical or plano. The process re- 
mains the same, only a different tool is used 
When the lens is finally finished and re- 
moved from the block for the last time, it 
is centered and cut to the shape and size of 
the mounting which it is then intended to 
fill. The edges are then ground to either 
a bevel or flat edge, drilled and placed in 
the frames.” 





When Does the Eye Cease to Grow ? 


(By Joun C. Expernarpt, Dayton, O.) 

HE case of a hyperope showing a re- 
fractive insufficiency, five years ago, 
of one and a half diopter, combined with a 
corneal assymetry, which case has shown a 
gradual change toward the normal, necessi- 
tating a decrease of spheres from time to 
time, until now the cylinders only are worn, 
these giving not only normal, but perfectly 
comfortable vision, these facts, coupled 
with the fact’ that the patient is now 40 
years of age, present food for analytical 
thought. Several similar cases have since 
been observed, all of which presented one 
noticeable characteristic, that these changes 
in refractive conditions have been accom- 
panied by marked improvements in physical 
conditions, particularly in increased dimen- 
sions, in one case a decided increase in the 

size of the head having taken place.

A Criticism and a Reply. 





Evans Mus, N. Y., Nov. 28, 1903. 
Editor THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY : 

“In answer to A. N.’s question as to 
what kind of oil is best adapted for watches 
and clocks, the writer would like to state 
that no oil has yet been found which equals 
the blackfish-melon and porpoise jaw oil. 

“The statement made that these oils have 
not come into common use on account of 
their odor, I take exceptions to, as Nye, Kel- 
ley, Stull and the New Bedford Oil Co. all 
obtain oils from these fish. Some firms, 
however, use a goodly percentage of adul- 
terated mineral oil. The porpoise oils only 
have an offensive odor, though not all of 
them, the odor depending on the locality in 
which the fish are caught. 

“When the oil has been extracted from the 
head and jaw, which is done by steam ren- 
dering, it should then be gradually chilled 
down nearly to its congealing point, when 
fine specks will be seen floating through the 
oil. This is the spermaceti, a waxy sub- 
stance, which should be eliminated by re- 
peatedly straining the oil through woolen 
cloths. The oil then becomes more brilliant, 
finer grained, and its specific gravity is in- 
creased, thus improving the wearing quality 
of the oil and making it less sensitive to 
changes of temperature. These oils, when 
properly refined, stand extreme cold well, 
do not evaporate readily, and have great 
wearing qualities. 

“Olive oil is useless for a clock oil; it is 
very gummy, contains much acid, which is 
difficult to get rid of, does not stand cold 
well, and quickly gets rancid. Sperm oil 
makes a good clock oil, except in cold cli- 
mates, where it congeals quite readily. It 
has good wearing qualities, and is quite free 
from acid. Its viscosity, however, is too 
great for a watch oil. Neatsfoot oils are 
also quite suitable for clock oil, but, like 
sperm, its viscosity is too great fer watch 
oil. 


“As to the different qualities pussessed by, 


the several watch oils, A. N. will find par- 
ticulars of numerous tests in the issues of 
THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY of Jan. 7, 14 and 
21, 1903.

The correspondent opens his criticism by 
practically affirming the statement made, 
that blackfish oil is very superior oil. It 
has been tested often with general approval. 
When we state that this oil has been gen- 





erally abandoned on account of its offensive 
odor, we do so on the affirmation of an old 
horologist, who has used this oil since 1845, 
and has continued to use it for more than 
25 years, with the experience that he has 
seen this oil employed on cylinder watches 
where it has preserved its normal condition, 
as far as could be demonstrated, for 10 
years. After using it for the time men- 
tioned he was compelled to discontinue the 
use of it by the urgent protest of customers 
he met with in his capacity as watch re- 
pairer. 

All, or nearly all, the New Bedford watch 
oils compounded there have a distinct offen- 
sive odor of the blackfish oil, toned down 
by other component ingredients. The por- 
poise oil he had always used was furnished 
to him by captains of ships who went to the 
Behring Sea on whaling expeditions, and 
such oil had undergone no artificial treat- 
ment, but had been allowed to ooze out of 
the bony part of the head of the fish exposed 
to the scorching sun. 

The oil compounded by chronometer 
makers is said to be highly satisfactory for 
the purpose for which it has been com- 
pounded. Any positive assertion in regard 
to oil is hazardous. Olive oil contains a 
very small percentage, which will remain 
fluid in extremely cold weather and will 
float on the frozen contents of an open cask 
containing olive oil free from foreign sub- 
stances. 





Telling the Time by Hertzian Waves. 
ARCONIGRAMS are already old, and 
yet it seems but yesterday that they 
were born, says an exchange. Ships which 
pass each other by day or night, in lieu 
of the one, two or three red, white or blue 
lights which served as speaking signals only 
a day or two ago, now converse freely by 
wireless telegraphy. They reach out their 
antennze and draw in messages from a sis- 
ter ship, not hull down, forsooth, but hun- 
dreds of miles away. 

The ships of the Cunard Line of transat- 
lantic steamers are all furnished. with com- 
plete Marconi outfits, and, for the delecta- 
tion of the passengers, there is published a 
daily journal, the “Cunard Bulletin,’ made 
up of news snatched from the air of what 
transpires not orly upon the decks of sister 
or other ships moving in like or opposite 
direction upon the sea, but also of what oc- 
curs upon the land. 

With restless activity, inventors are still 
at it. A horologist of the City of Burgos 
now steps to the front with a proposition 
to supply all the public clocks of that town 
with the exact time, to the very instant, by 
means of these same Hertzian waves; with- 
out wire, without material connection, he 
will flash the seconds from his standard 
clock to any clock fitted with a proper re- 
ceiver. In this clock is set up, 
after a manner yet to be determined, which 
operates at regular intervals the discharge 
of the oscillator. Each of the secondary or 
subsidiary clocks must, of course, be pro- 
vided with radio-conductors, upon which 
each of the electric waves emitted by the 
mother clock may act. A special mechan- 
ism thus disengaged will cause the hands to 
advance in accordance with the movements 
of those upon the standard.

Question No. 647—To Remove Lac- 
quer.—Please give me a recipe for removing 
lacquer from plated ware. B. B. mM. 

ANSWER:—A hot solution of potash af- 
fords the quickest and most convenient 
means of removing lacquer, but bright cut 
goods must not be dipped in this solution, as 
potash will turn the bright cutting black. 
Boiling hot water will often wrinkle the 
lacquer and start it so that it can be stripped 
off, and alcohol rubbed on with a cloth will 
remove the remainder. 

Question No, 648.—Testing New Hair- 
spring.—IWhen a new hairspring is to be 
fitted to a watch, how may I test the hair- 
spring? J... Hi. 

ANSWER:—The first test in selecting a 
new hairspring should be to determine the 
latter’s strength in lifting the balance, by 
attaching to it its inner coil and forming 
the spring into the shape of a cone, by tak- 
ing hold of the end of the outer coil with 
the tweezers. Compare this cone shape by 
performing the same operation with the old 
spring which it is to replace. Next, if the 
new spring causes the vibration of the bal- 
ance to be too slow it may be shortened by 
a coil or a part of a coil. If this be not suffh- 
cient, another spring ought to be selected. 

Question No. 649.—Brazing Steel.— 
What kind of brazing is best adapted for 
soldering or brazing steel parts, such as the 
lock workings on firearms, etc? L.wW.S. 

ANSWER :—To braze or solder two pieces 
of steel which are to be united on account 
of fracture, the best material to use is 
spelter, which is a mixture of high brass 
(mixture of high brass means a larger pro- 
portion of zinc to a lesser proportion of 
copper). Filings of brass make a good 
solder to be applied with a flux of borax. 
Soldered pieces of steel are never very 
s rong and the strain to be applied to them 
must be moderate. 

Question No. 650.—Rainbow Color Af- 
ter Lacquering.—/ recently cleaned a lot of 
small silverware articles and relacquered 
them. I was successful in the repolishing 
operation and obtained a nice finish, but 
when the lacquer became dry the articles 
had a sort of rainbow color. Can you tell 
me the cause of this peculiar color? 

W.C. & Co. 

ANSWER :—Your lacquer was too thin and 
consequently caused the iridescent colors. 
Thicken your lacquer, or use two coats, and 
* you will have no more trouble. If you use 
thicker lacquer, you must be careful to cover 
every part, as it does not spread as easily 
as thin lacquer. 














At the end of a Certain time some tur- 
quoises lose a part of their color and become 
dull. It is easy to restore the original 
color by plunging the jewels into a solu- 
tion of sodium carbonate, when they will 
become blue again; but after this operation 
the color cannot be restored if it again be- 
comes dull. Of course, common turquoises 
are here spoken of, and not those of the 
Orient, whose color is unchangeable.—Le 
Formulaire Industriel.

LL kinds of hollow ware, such as lamp 
bodies, artistic toilet cases, match safes 

such as Fig. 6, silver and Britannia ware 
and ornamental soft brass shapes, are pro- 
uuced in almost exact reproductions of 
chased work by means of the “water die,” 
of the type shown in Fig. 7. The “die” 
consists of a hinged mold having the de- 
sired decorations cut on the inside. These 
molds are usually cast from carefully carved 
models and are then finished and touched 
up until all fine details are sharp and dis-

tinct. A special close-grained cast iron is 
necessary for such molds. In use the mold 
or “die” is placed under the press and the 
shell to be swelled and decorated is filled 
with water and enclosed within. A plunger 
fitted to the ram of the press, and fitting 
the opening in the top of the mold tightly, 
descends and causes the confined fluid to 
swell out the metal into the designs in the 
mold. This is a very economic way of pro- 
ducing decorated hollow ware, and is -used 
almost to the exclusion of all other methods 
in the large silverware establishments. To 
produce very plain figures, swells and 
shapes in soft metal, a piece of soft rubber 
is used as a swelling agent, the plunger 
compressing it on the descent. 

Flat stamped, embossed or raised sheet 
metal articles are usually drawn and 
stamped up in a first operation and trimmed 
afterwards in a plain trimming die. Some- 
times, when the designs are simple or shal- 
low, the articles are produced in one oper 
ation in a combination drawing and emboss- 
ing die. This is not done as a rule, as the 
metal is apt to draw and form unequally, 
and thus the finding of a blank which will 
draw up perfectly without fins or rough 
edges is very difficult. Again, the two op- 
erations are combined in a progressive .die, 
in which the metal is first stamped and 
drawn, or vice versa, and then fed along 
and trimmed or blanked out 

In the making of the embossing dies sev- 
eral methods are in vogue. Sometimes both 
dies are made of steel, or one of steel and 
one of copper or brass, or one of hard 
bronze and one of soft brass, while for very 
large work of bold designs one die is made 








of cast iron and the other is yn 
of brass. 

In making steel dies for striking up g 
silver and other valuable metals the 
operation consists in carefully annealing 
blank which is to form the master dix 
“hob,” and then getting a dead smooth 
ish on the face, which is then cut and 
graved until an exact reproduction of 
required design is raised on it. Careful 
graving and scraping and giving the pr 
amount of draft and radius to cert 
points will be necessary in order to oby 
the tendency of the metal to cut ay 
while being worked; this will be n 
likely to occur where perpendicular lines 
surfaces are presented. After saving fi: 
ished and polished all portions of the d 
sign the “hob” may be hardened and draw: 
to a deep straw temper. We now have 
master die or “hob” with which to sink tl 
other die. This “hob” is fitted to the rar

of the press or of the drop hammer. 

We now secure another annealed blank, 
and carefully finish the top and bottom 
The master die is secured in the press ran 
end the blank is placed directly under it 
Both faces of the dies are oiled and the 
master die is forced into the soft face of 
the blank until a perfect impression of 
every detail and line in the master die ap 
pears. This will require much time and pa- 
tience, it being necessary to remove the 
blank several times and cut away surplus 
metal thrown up. After the necessary 
amount of clearance has been given the 
sunken die, and all points are polished, it 
can be trimmed, faced and hardened and 
tempered. From this die a brass, bronze 
or copper “force” is then struck which is 
used in place of the master die in the pro 
duction of the articles desired. If many 
dies of the same kind are to be made, such 
as for coins, a number of sets are sunk 
from the master die, which is kept for that 
purpose alone; thus the exact duplication 
of the design is assured in all the dies. 
For coins, of course, both dies are of steel 
In ccin dies the date, which changes from 
year to year, is stamped in by hand after 
the impression of the “master” or hand 
cut die has been struck. 

In using a master die for making im- 
pressions the surfaces of the hob and the 
blank should be kept well oiled and the 
press should be turned very slowly by 
hand. By keeping the master die for mak- 
ing impressions, only exact duplicates of 
worn-out dies may be produced, this being 
impossible by any other method, as no en- 
graver can exactly duplicate his work by 


hand.

NDER date of Oct. 14, United States 

Consul J. C. McNally, of Lieg Bel 
gium, reports that the exports of glass 
and table ware from Liege to the United 
States during the fiscal year ended Jun 
30, 1902, were valued at $167,756, and for

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How Sapphires and Other Precious Stones 
are Mined in Australia. 





Ae: every variety of gem stones 
has been found in Queensland; but 
systematic search for them has until recent- 
ly been restricted to the opal and sapphire. 
The former gem exists in great profusion 
throughout the western division, chiefly in 
the drought stricken country between the 
Paroo River and Cooper’s Creek; the latter 
in the more pleasant plains of the central 
district. 
ally receive the same return for his labor as 
does the opaller; but his field of operations 
being well within reach of civilization and 
easily accessible, allows of the necessaries 
of life being procured much more cheaply, 
and the possibility of finding a diamond or 
two among the conglomeration of stones in 
his “jigger” adds an element of chance that 
has a powerful fascination 

The center of the sapphire mining indus 
try is in the Leichardt division, on the head- 
water creeks of the Mackenzie River and in 
the gullies of the dividing range between 
these waters and the Nogoa, Belyando and 
Barcoo rivers. ‘The district is traversed by 
the central railroad system, and is distant 
from Rockhampton about 200 miles. Emer- 
ald, a somewhat remarkable township of 
about 800 inhabitants, is only 30 miles in an 
easterly direction from the fields; but the 
unique settlement sidings of Anaki and 
Withersfield are within 12 miles of Retreat 
Creek, the chief resort of the sapphire 
workers. Other encampments are situated 
on Central Tomahawk and _ Policeman 
creeks; and wandering parties of miners 
may be met in nearly all the head springs 
of the Burdekin. 

The sapphires are found in the pebbly 
conglomeration or wash in the beds of the 
old water channels, sometimes on the sur- 
face or an inch or so beneath, but usually 
in a defined stratum about three feet down 
In this deposit almost every stone is a gem 
of some variety; but until recently the 
miners were not aware that this was 
case, and valued only those stones which 
had the. characteristics of the deep-blue 
sapphire, selling any others to the chance 
buyer who cared to offer for them at so 
much per pound or even hundred weight. 

It is evident that the gem stones do not 
originate where they are at present found; 
but as to where they come from, beyond 
reckoning that “it must be somewhere away 
back in the desert divide,” no one knows— 
or cares. The average digger has a great 
contempt for knowledge and those who pro- 
fess to know anything. This is said to 
have arisen from the fact that some very 
scientific people, “with half the alphabet 
tacked onto their handle,” at one time vis- 
ited the fields and persisted in looking for 
the gems where the geological formations 
indicated that they should be; and, of 
course, as every miner knows, that is ex- 
actly where they are not. It will thus be 
readily understood that the methods of 
working adopted by the digger are some- 
what primitive. 

The sapphire hunter’s stock in trade con- 
sists of good eyesight, a serviceable pick and 
shovel and a strong belief in luck. To
